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The  academic  year  began  with  the  athletes  returning  to  campus  before  everyone  else  to  start  their  grueling 
preseason  training.  The  Women's  Volleyball  team  was  among  the  first  to  return  with  their  old  coach.  Their  season 
saw  the  usual  ups  and  downs.  Meanwhile,  the  Cross-Country  runners  enjoyed  their  usual  success  under  the 
tutelage  of  Ted  Dixon.  The  Soccer  teams  returned  full-force  with  new  recruits  determined  to  change  their  losses 
to  victories. 

However,  nothing  could  be  more  indicative  of  the  1 997  Fall  Athletic  Season  than  the  preceding  pages;  pictures 
of  the  Field  Hockey  and  Football  teams.  Although  the  Halcyon's  head-honchos  rejected  a  South  Park  inspired 
sports  section,  it  would  have  been  just  as  appropriate  in  replacing  those  pictures  with  ones  of  the  South  Park  kids 
and  the  Lil'  Rascals.  No  one  was  abducted  by  aliens  this  semester  but  quite  a  few  unusual  occurrences  took  place. 

The  Field  Hockey  team  continued  their  winning  ways  with  second-year  head  coach  Karen  Borbee.  The  first- 
year  recruits  added  depth  to  the  squad  as  their  performances  surpassed  all  expectations.  Senior  captains  Michelle 
Walsh  and  Danielle  Duffy  applied  their  experience  to  the  talented  team  and  led  the  squad  to  win  Swat's  first  ECAC 
Field  Hockey  title.  These  Conference  Champions  should  continue  their  success  next  season  with  Holly  Baker, 
Donna  Griffin,  Lurah  Hess,  Jen  Hagan  and  Lynne  Stuerle  at  the  helm. 

Garnet  Tide  Football  suffered  an  embarrassing  season  where  they  lost  not  only  their  games  but  also  their 
teammates  and  eventually  their  head  coach.  Under  the  leadership  of  senior  captains  Ben  Hall  and  Bernard 
Nossuli,  the  team  managed  to  win  the  respect  of  many  people  on  campus  (granted  they  were  mostly  athletes)  by 
staying  on  the  team  despite  its  dismal  record.  The  most  impressive  people  aboard  Swarthmore's  own  Titanic  were 
Aaron  Hultgren  '98  and  Alex  DeShields  '98,  Lacrosse  Team  captains  who  joined  the  team  to  maintain  the 
conference  minimum  for  fielding  a  team.  The  ordeal  this  team  went  through  exemplify  the  best  and  the  worst  of 
Swarthmore  athletics:  why  do  people  participate  in  sports  in  an  academically-intensive  institution?  The  people 
who  left  the  team  at  its  most  vulnerable  point  sent  a  mixed  message  to  the  rest  of  the  community.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  people  who  stayed  showed  a  pure  love  of  the  sport  and  the  true  meaning  of  athletic  competition.  The 
lessons  to  be  learned  from  this  team  were  numerous.  The  Swarthmore  community  needs  to  examine  and  re- 
examine the  importance  of  maintaining  an  athletic  program:  it  is  not  enough  to  support  the  teams  in  theory.  People 
must  follow  their  ideas  with  actions!

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This  year's  team  saw  more  trials  and  tribulations  than  any  other  Sv/arthmore  team  in  history. 
Starting  with  their  lack-luster  record  compounded  by  last  year's  similarly  discouraging 
outcome,  the  team  seemed  to  be  doomed  from  the  get-go.  The  Garnet  had  their  vrork  cut  out 
for  them  in  the  off-season,  losing  7  key  returning  starters  before  the  preseason.  The  loss 
decimated  the  defensive  secondary,  line-baking  core,  and  offensive  backfield,  leaving  Joe 
Aleffi  '00  as  the  sole  running  back. 

Disaster  completely  set  in  during  the  Tide's  trip  to  Pomona,  California,  v/hen  the  tide  met 
Pomona-Pitzer.  President  Al  Bloom  witnessed  the  team's  dreadful  performance,  as  the  garnet 
fell  76-12.  Following  the  debacle,  Bloom  was  heard  saying  "if  you  think  about  it,  you  only  lost 
38-6  to  Pomona  and  38-6  to  Pitzer,"  Wise  words,  Mr.  Bloom,  wise  words.  Bloom  also 
announced  his  plans  to  renovate  the  Clothier  Fields  scoreboard  so  that  it  could  "accommodate 
opponent's  triple-digit  scores."  Following  these  inspiring  comments  and  the  red-eye  flight  back 
to  Philadelphia,  7  players  (5  of  whom  were  starters)  chose  to  jump  ship  and  quit  the  team. 

Co-captains  Bernard  Nossuli  '98  and  Ben  Hall  '98  tried  to  regroup  to  finish  the  season  with 
the  remaining  31  members,  suiting  up  an  average  of  28  players  in  the  4  remaining  contests. 
Two  Swarthmore  lacrosse  players,  Aaron  Hultgren  '98  and  Alex  Deshields  '98,  went  above  and 
beyond  the  call  of  duty  and  volunteered  their  time,  energy,  and  heart  to  fill  out  the  dwindling 
roster.  The  remaining  matchups  and  scores  against  Dickinson,  Franklin  &  Marshall,  eventual 
Centennial  Conference  champion  Western  Maryland,  and  Washington  &  Lee  remained 
lopsided  losses  for  the  Garnet.

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AUSTIN,  Texas  —  James  A.  Michener,  who  guided  millions  of  readers  from  the  South  Pacific  to  the 
fringes  of  space  in  giant,  best-selling  novels,  died  Thursday  at  his  home  of  kidney  failure.  He  was  90. 


He  graduated  with  highest  honors  in  English  from  Swarthmore  College  in  suburban  Philadelphia  in 

1929.  From  1933  to  1941,  Mr.  Michener  taught  English  at  various  schools  including  Harvard,  taking 
time  out  to  earn  a  master's  degree. 

His  work  made  Mr.  Michener  wealthy.  He  donated  $2  million  to  Swarthmore  in  1 984,  calling  it  payment 
back  in  interest  for  a[n  athletic]  scholarship  he  got  there,  and  then  gave  $5  million  more  in  1991.  His 
and  his  wife's  gifts  to  the  University  of  Texas  over  the  years  totaled  $44.2  million,  including  a  $15 
million  donation  in  1 992 .

The  College  Republicans  supported  Republicans  in  local  elections  and  brought  a  speaker  to  campus  this  year.  They  took  part  in  various 
election  year  activities  during  the  Fall  1 997  semester.

It  also  provides 
the  opportunity  for  students  to  bring  outside  issues  to 
the  attention  of  the  entire  campus  and  raises  campus 
awareness  of  various  environmental  issues.  This 
semester,  Earthlust  worked  with  the  Environmental 
Studies  capstone  members  to  improve  energy  and 
waterefflciency  campus-wide.  This  long-term  project 
includes  installing  on/off  shower  heads  and 
organizing  a  dorm  competition  to  see  who  can  use 
the  least  v/.-^ter  and  energy.  In  collaboration  with  the 
capstone  members,  Earthlust  is  in  the  process  of 
assessing  the  college's  energy  use  and  intends  to 
create  a  committee  with  the  administration  to  deal 
with  environmental  topics.

Since  her  death  in  a  car 
crash  in  Paris  a  week 
before,  the  country  had 
witnessed  an  astonishing 
outpouring  of  gnef  that 
forced  a  repentant 
monarchy  to  join  in  the 
kind  of  full  celebration  of 
Diana's  life  that  the 
millions  of  people  who 
flooded  into  London 
demanded.

Mother  Teresa  was  among 
the  most  well-known  and 

highly  respected  women  in 
the  world  in  the  later  half  of 
the  twentieth  century.  In 
1948  she  founded  a  reli- 
gious order  of  Roman 
Catholic  nuns  in  Calcutta, 
India,  called  the  Missionar- 
ies of  Charity.  Through  this 
order,  she  dedicated  her  life 
to  helping  the  poor,  the  sick 
and  the  dying  around  the 
world,  particularly  those  in 
India.  Her  selfless  work  with 
the  needy  brought  her  much 
acclaim  and  many  av;ards, 
including  the  Nobel  Peace 
Prize  in  1979.  She  died  at 
the  age  of  87  on  September 
5, 1 997  of  heart  failure  at 
her  convent  in  Calcutta.
